G.S.R. 314 . —In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following Order to amend the Andhra Prade.sh Rice and Paddy (Restriction on 
Movement) Order, 1965, namely:— 

1. This Order may be called the Andhra Pradesh Rice and Paddy (Restriction 
on Movement) Amendment Order, 1965. 

2. In the Anhdra Pradesh Rice and Paddy (Restriction on Movement) Order, 
1965, for the Schedule, the Following Schedule shall be substituted, namely;—

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G.S.E. 2I4-A.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1965), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following Order further to amend the Southern States (Regulation of Export of 
Rice) Order, 1964, namely:— 

1. This Order may be called the Southern States (Regulation of Export of 
Rice) Amendment Order, 1965. 

2, In the Southern States (Regulation of Export of Rice) Order, 1964— 

(I) In sub-clause (b) of clause 2, at the end, the following words shall be 
Inserted, namely:— 

“and products of rice or paddy other than bran or husk;" 

(II) after clause 3, the following clause shall be Inserted namely:— 

“3A. RESTRICTION ON TRANSPORT OP RICE TO OR WITHIN THE 
BORDER AREA.—No person shall transport, attempt to transport 
or abet the transport of rice— 

(a) to any place In the border area from any place outside that area; or 

(b) from any place In the border area to any other place In that area 
except under and In accordance with a permit issued by the State 
Government or any officer authorized by that Government In this 
behalf: 

Provided that nothing contained herein shall apply to the transport of rice— 

(1) on Government account; 

(ii) under and hi accordance with Military Credit Notes; 

(111) by or on behalf of the Food Corporation of India established under 
section 3 of the Food Corporations Act, 1064 (37 of 1964); 

(Iv) within the same town or village in the border area; 

(v) from a village in the border area to the nearest grain market (mandl) 
in the “Specified area” whether such market (mapdl) Is within or 
outside the border area; 

(vl) not exceeding twenty kilograms in weight in the aggregate at one time 
by a bona fide resident of the border area f6r domestic consdffi^lon; 

(vii) not exceeding one kilogram in weight in the aggregate by a bona ftde 
traveller as part of ms luggage; 

(viil) being gift rice received under the Indo-US Agreement on Relief 
Supplies, 1951, and despatched by the Regional Director (Pood), 
Bombay, Madras or Calcutta, to a nominee of the American 
Voluntary Relief Agency concerned for relief purposes. 

Explanation .— For the purposes of this clause, ‘border area’ means the area 
within the five mile belt inside a Specified area and adjoining 
any other Specified area.
